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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
application includes several independent claims: 1, 13, 15, 17, 18, 19, 21, 24, 26, 33, 
34, 35, and 36. All except for 15 were prior indicated as allowable. 

The Applicant amended in a response dated 2-18-05 claim 15 to include 
language toward fluid outlet and fluid inlet lumens with walls extending to an energy 
transmission device. Milder discloses inlet (figure 4, element 16) and outlet (14) lumens 
and an energy transmission device (22). However, there is no wall between the lumens 
and the energy transmission device. Instead, the energy transmission device (22) abuts 
the lumen. 

Neilson et al. (5,330,518) figure 4 is very similar to the Applicant's figure 2. 
However, Neilson et al. does not disclose "at least one energy transmission device 
supported in the outer structure" as found in claim 15. Instead, Neilson discloses an 
energy transmission device that rests inside lumen 58 in figure 3.
